THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange, Director of 
“Crop Testing Plan” 


Bushels threshed can never be 
more than the rainfall will warrant 

That is fundamental, natural -law 
operating in Western Canada, and in 
any other semi-arid wheat area in 
the world, 

Yields per acre, of course, are part- 
ly dependent upon many condition: 
which vary with each district; qual- 
ity of soil, amount of evaporation, 
occurrences of frost and hail, amount 
of insect infestation, and of disease 
infection, 

But the rainfall which occurs dur- 
ing the’ growing seasvn, and during 
the previous fall months, has been 
found to be by far the most import- 
ant factor governing bushels har- 
vested. 

How much rainfall is required to 
produce an average wheat crop. 

Investigations that have been 
made by the late Sidney Barnes at 
the Dominion Experimental Farm, 
Swift Current, and by the Research 
Department of the Searle Grain 
Company seem tv indicate that about | 
12 inches of rainfall is required to 
make an average crop. Of this some 8 
inches is necessary during the igrow- 
ing saasc'n, from April 1 to July 31, 
and abvut 4 inches during the prev- 
ious fall months of August, Septem- 
ber and October.

LARGE CROWD ATTEND 
CORONATION 
CELEBRATION HERE 


The Coronation Day celebration 
sponsored by local pecple piroved to be 
a most successful affair in every de- 
tail. The weather was ideal for the 
oecasion and a big crowd turned out 
to see the parade and the ceremonies 
at the argu. 

Under the marshalship of Lt.-Col. 
Lewis the paraders gathered at the 
old auto camp grounds, Getting un- 
der way with between 300 and 400

paraders in the lineup the 
procession was almost three 
blocks long. It ‘was the biggest 


and most successful parade ever wit- 
nesed in Gleichen and was really a 
magnificent sight with most of the 
marchers in the unifcrms of the 
different organizations. 

The parade headed down the main 
street of the town to the highway 
thence two blocks north and swinging 
west entered the rink by the big doop 
at the rear. The different groups then 
*proceeded to the different positions 
alloted them in the stands, 

Possibly a thousand cy more people 
witnesed, the ceremonies in the arena. 
A platform had been erected at the 
west end and tastefully decorated 
with bunting, also a loud speaker had 
been installed. The program was 
something different than usually seen 
at celebrations and was closely follow- 
ed by the crowd whiich was keenly in- 
terested in every event, which took 
about two hours tu complete. 

Rev. J. N. Wilkinson opened the 
service, followed with the hymn “O 
Canada.” Rev. Mr House also as- 
sisted| Rev. Father Hyatt delivered 
an address. The 22nd Field Battery 
then paraded to the centre of the 
arena and following the King’s speech 
fired a fue de joie. This was followed 
by the Rangers, Girl Guides and 
Brownies giving a composition of the 
Unicon Jack. The Gleichen school 
chfidren followed :with five different 
events, An investure of a boy from 
the Cubs to the Scouts followed. The 
last event was a short program by 
by Crowfoot Indian school who sang 
God Save the King in Blackfoot ac- 
companied by their band. Mayor 
Purcell presented the Chief and ‘head- 
men of the Blackfoct Indians with 
Coronation medals on behalf of the 
government representatives. After 
all was over the children were given 
a treat with ice cream. 

It was Mr. Jas. Black who orig- 
inated the idea of Gleichen’s Cor- 
onation celebration He was ably as- 
asisted ia the idea by S. E. Dafoe and 
Col. Lewis. The active committee con- 
sisted of Mayor Purcell, chairman;

A budget is a method of worrying 
before you spend instead of afterward 
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Breaking Their Backs 


More than startling are the figures of expenditures being made for war 
and defence by the nations of the world recently revealed in tabulated form 
As an annex to an American cartoon captioned “Just Pocket Money’, 

The irony of the heading is immediately realized when the figures are 
Beanned and analyzed for they show a progressively increasing expenditure 
by the combined nations of the world from 1933 onward when the total 
martial bill was $3,992,000,000 as compared with $10,730,700,000 for last 
year and an estimate of least $12,000,000,000 for the current year. 

Roughly the taxpayers of the world are being asked to increase their 
contributions to the war god by about two billions of dollars every year, 
The governments of the countries involved are stepping it up every year 
by about that amount and have been doing so since 1933, 

Now such figures as ten or twelve billions of dollars may not convey 
very much to the comprehension of the average man on the street in the 
city or the farmer in the country, but a little reflection on the effect of this 
enormous drain on the resources of the countries involved, present and 
future, must surely lead to wonderment at the ability of the people to stand 
such an enormous drain and speculation as to the length of time that must 
lapse before financial ruin and chaos will overtake the spenders. 

A little reflection on the subject must also lead to the conviction that 
something must be done to avert the threatened catastrophe, whether 


through a rejuvenated League of Nations or by some other agency, and | 
that nothing is likely to be done except through the leadership of the demo- | 


cratic group of nations. 

The present day situation has been brought about by the aggressiveness 
of some of the nations who are determined to win back what they lost in 
the war of 1914-18, by fear on the part of other nations who are afraid of 
what may happen to them as a result of the aggressiveness on the part of 
their neighbors and by the dictates of prudence and the force of necessity 
on the part of the remaining nations who see that unless they are armed, 
purely as a defensive measure, they may become an easy prey in the event 


of the outbreak of a major conflict despite all desires to remain neutral | 


and pursue the paths of peace, 

It is this latter group of nations—the countries which still remain con- 
verts to the democratic form of government—represented most powerfully 
by Great Britain and the United States, which must lead the way in the 
search for some method to halt this headlong rush towards bankruptcy. 

There are some writers who have advanced the theory that the coun- 
tries espousing the cause of democracy should stand aside and let the pro- 
tagonists of fascism and communism fight it out among themselves and 
destroy one another if they want to do it, but this position is untenable in 
practice for several reasons, 

In the first place it is generally agreed by most authorities that demo- 
cratic neutrality would be almost impossible in the event of a major con- 
flagration between member-nations of the other groups, It is asserted that, 
willy-nilly, they would be dragged into the conflict, if not in the early 
stages at any rate before a conclusion was reached; that circumstances, 
political or economic, or both, would drag them in against their will. 

Moreover, it should be pointed out, despite efforts of some of the coun- 
tries to make themselves self-contained and self-supporting in the last de- 
cade, there is so much inter-dependence in these days of widening exchange 
and increasing rapidity of communications that no groups of important 
countries could wage warfare without inflicting serious and perhaps 
irreparable damage on innocent by-standers. 

The very fact that Great Britain and the United States have found 
it necessary to compete in the armaments race is indicative of their recog- 
nition of the truth of the foregoing statement. 

“What is needed is a new spirit of kinship, a reunion of men and all 
our peoples of common breed in common purpose” recently said Sir Henry 


Page Croft at a meeting in Wales urging greater unity between the com-| 


ponent parts of the British Empire as a means towards “collective security”, 
when he launched what he called an Empire Unity campaign. 

No doubt what Sir Henry Page Croft had to propose on that occasion 
would serve a useful purpose but the plan might he extended to provide 
for a common council of all the democratic countries which might be suf- 
ficiently powerful to exercise a restraining influence on the activities of 
those nations which are setting the pace in the armaments race in detri- 
ment not only to their own nationals but to those of the democratic 
countries,

New X-Ray Machine 


| Great Step In Advance In Making 
| Pictures Of Human Anatomy 

A new X-ray machine, which ‘‘sees 
|around” bones and takes accurate 
| cross-sections of any tissue of the 
body at any depth, was demonstrated 
for the first time to members of the 
American College of Physicians. 

The machine “makes possible what 
has hitherto been impossible,” Dr. 

Sherwood Moore of the Edward Mal- 
 tinekeroat Institute of Radiology of 
Barnes hosp'tal said, since pictures 
| can be made of a layer of tissue to 
|an accuracy of one centimetre, or 
| about one-third of an inch. H 
| X-ray pictures now made are a} 
| mass shadow of all the organs of the | 
| body or of an entire arm or leg, with: 
| many parts partially or wholly ob-| 
| scured. 

To demonstrate the delicate focus 
|of the machine, called a “lamina- | 
| graph,” Dr. Moore showed the first | 

picture ever made of the breast bone | 

| of a person. Formerly it was impos- | 
| sible to obtain such a picture because | 
|the spine obscured the rays. The 
device also will take an accurate | 
photograph of the marrow through | 
the solid part of a bone or of the’ 
| spine without interference from the 
| internal organs. 

It is theoretically possible, al-| 
though no such attempts have been | 
made yet because the machine is so| 
new, to photograph any section of | 
the brain, to look at the inside of the | 
liver, stomach, gall bladder or other | 
organ and to locate accurately and 
determine the condition of tumors, | 
| cancers and other growths. 
| Jean Kieffer, 37-year-old superin-
